ASC TO CELEBRATE MILLENNIUM WITH THREE-YEAR EVENTS SERIES 


resident Mary Brown Bullock '66 welcomed 

students back to campus in September with a 

reflection on the theme of “Transformations.” The 

theme symbolizes the College's ambitious plans 
for the future, including the transformation of its cam- 
pus, and the dawn of a new millennium, a transforming 
moment in history. 

“Transformations: 
Honoring the Past, 
Imagining the Future” is also 
the title of the three-year 
cultural event series celebrat- 
ing the transition into the 
new century and third mil- 
lennium, a series that has 
already drawn some of the 
world's most prominent fig- 
ures in a variety of fields. 
Events will cover a wide 
range of topics, including the 
relationship between science 
and religion, global vs. tradi- 
tional culture, performing arts and more. 

The “Transformations” theme is a rich one for a 
vibrant intellectual community such as Agnes Scott, says 
Bullock. “To the extent that we 
embrace intellectual challenges 
and cultural opportunities, we 
become an intellectual commu- 
nity transformed,” she said in 
her opening convocation 
address Sept. 1. “That is what a 
liberal arts college is all about.” 

Though the individual ele- 
ments of the cultural event 
series are drawn from different 
fields, together they will form a 
common curriculum for the 
College for the coming acade- 
mic year. “They are designed to engage the entire 
College community in an intellectual and cultural dia- 
logue of the highest order," Bullock said. “Their ideas

PROFESSOR WINS NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION FUNDING

K professor of biology, has been 
warded a grant from the 

National Science Foundation to 
study “RUI: Neural Basis of 
Sexual Dimorphic Behavior in 
Grasshoppers.”

Thompson works on produces a 
female sexual behavior that males do 
not produce. Thompson is studying 
the basis of the specializations of the 
female's nervous system that allows 
for this capability. The general signif- 
icance of the work is in its contribu- 
tion to the understanding of mecha- 
nisms underlying behavioral diversity, 
or why animals are different. 

Another important aspect of the 
work is that Thompson employs 
student collaborators who “own” parts 
of the project and who present the 
work at regional and national 
conferences. The students also 
co-author with her papers for publi- 
cation in leading scientific journals.

especially for a college 

president. As | carefully 
selected which of my dozens of 
Agnes Scott T-shirts to take to 
Hilton Head for a family 
reunion in July, | reflected on 
the continuing popularity of 
everyone's favorite—a three- 
year-old athletic gray with 
straightforward deep purple 
writing. The front reads “Scott's 
Honor,” and the back includes 
the entire text of the Agnes 
Scott College Honor Code: 

As a member of the student body 
of Agnes Scott College, I consider 
myself bound by honor to develop and 
uphold high standards of honesty and 
bebavior, to strive for full intellectual 
and moral stature, to realize my social 
and academic responsibility in the 
community. To attain these ideals, I do 
therefore accept this Honor System as 


my way of life. 


In the fall of 1997 this T-shirt 
was designed by the student 
Honor Court and given to every 
returning student as one feature 
of a campus-wide effort to 
ensure the ongoing vitality of 
our Honor System, a hallmark 
of Agnes Scott since 1906 
(We plan to make it available for 
student and alumna purchase in 
our new bookstore next year.) A 
college-wide task force co- 
chaired by Sandra Bowden, 
professor of Biology, and Tracy 
Oliver '98, had made a number 
of recommendations that are 
now being implemented, includ- 
ing enhanced orientation for 
entering students, more substan- 
tive orientation for new faculty, 
student participation in the 
national Academic Integrity 
Conference, improved liaison 
between the faculty and student 
Honor Court and a new Honor 
Emphasis Week. 

As all Agnes Scott students 
and graduates know, ours is not 
a perfect system. The dual 
responsibility for self and others 
continues to challenge friend- 
ship loyalty, and a Calvinist 
guilt may fester for years. | was 
reminded of this not long ago 
when a former student called to 
tell me, eight years later, that 
she had cheated on an exam and 
that she needed to apologize in 
order to set herself right with 
the College. But, as this 
testimony also reflects, the 
Agnes Scott Honor Code 
continues to be central to the 
values of our community and 
works remarkably well. 

The responsibility for 
introducing new generations 
of Agnes Scott students to the 
honor code lies primarily with 
upper-class students. 
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Without this student leader- 
ship it would quickly become a 
hollow shell. The challenge 
they face is not small: Most of 
our students come from public 
and private high schools where 
cheating is endemic and alcohol 
and drugs widely prevalent. 
With the Internet and increased 
emphasis on collaborative work, 
issues of plagiarism and academ- 
ic honesty have become more 
complex. And, we read daily 
about alcohol abuse and binge 
drinking in colleges of all kinds 
around the country. 

The Agnes Scott Honor 
System would also not endure 
without the strong support of 
the faculty. The Honor System 
has long been the supreme 
evidence of trust and respect 
between professor and student. 
Agnes Scott faculty members, 
both new and experienced, 
understand well that living and 
studying honorably together 
may be the most important 
experiential learning of all. The 
Honor System is the corner- 
stone which supports our 
community of scholars. Some 
faculty concerns about the 
system surfaced during the task 
force review, and efforts are 
being made to strengthen 
student understanding of 
academic honesty. Efforts are 
also being made to improve 
communication between 
faculty and the student Honor 
Court, which tries all cases 
of academic dishonesty as well 
as serious violations of social 
regulations. 

Our Honor Code's success 
is manifested in many ways. 
During my four-year tenure 
as president, only eight 
disciplinary cases have failed 


to be resolved within the 
residence halls or by the student 
Honor Court, therefore 
requiring review by the Judicial 
Review Committee. Many 
visitors comment on the way in 
which wallets, purses, keys and 
bookbags are left on tables in 
the dining hall. Exams are not 
only unproctored, they are now 
self-scheduled. 

As a new school year begins, 
the last year of this millennium 
I share with you these 
reflections on an extraordinary 
Agnes Scott legacy—the 
sanctity, and modern-day 
fragility, of a community of 
honor. At the beginning of the 
semester, the class of 2003 and 
their parents gathered together 
in Gaines Chapel for a new 
Agnes Scott tradition begun in 
1994. They individually and 
very publicly signed the Honor 
Code on a large sheet of 
parchment. Their names were 
then prominently posted in 
Buttrick Hall, next to their sister 
classes, a daily reminder of the 
code that binds us together as a 
community. As Professor 
Emerita Jane Pepperdene once 
said: “We need to clarify what it 
is that an honor system, any 
honor system, is designed to 
protect. It exists not to protect 
us from the demons of outer 
darkness. They will remain, and 
no system is proof against them. 
_.. Asystem does not call 
honor into being, but it allows 
it, once born, to continue 
to exist.”

Tonn Sees Uhry Theatre as a True Legacy 


ngela Tonn '87, who holds a joint 

degree in biology and psychology from 
Agnes Scott and an MAT in biology from 
Georgia State University, also has a passion 
for theatre. 

When Druid Hills High School in 
Atlanta hired Tonn to teach biology in 
1990, the school's administrators had no 
idea they would find the person whose 
vision would re-invigorate the school's tra- 
dition-rich but lagging theatre program. 

“Druid Hills needed a theatre sponsor,” 
says Tonn. “The program had an active his- 
tory, but had recently been bounced 
around from sponsor to sponsor.” Tonn, 
who took several theatre electives while at 
ASC, accepted the position. 

While Tonn continued to teach biology, 
she also offered a theatre class each semes- 
ter. “Agnes Scott instilled in me a belief in 
a well-rounded education. The fine arts are 
part of academe and ought to be taught, or 
they will become elitist.” 

Though the high school had an audito- 
rium, Tonn describes the facility she found 
upon her arrival as “woefully inadequate.” 
For years she lobbied the county to refur- 
bish the facility but always got the same 
response—no money. The answer to the 
dilemma appeared quite by accident. 

“| had nominated a student for a play- 
writing contest, " Tonn recalls. "He won 
and went to New York to meet with the 


committee.” While there, the student spoke 
with committee chair Alfred Uhry, author 
of Driving Miss Daisy. Uhry asked the young 
man where he was from and was astounded 
to discover that the boy was a student at 
his alma mater. “At first we did not believe 
Uhry was a Druid Hills graduate,” says 
Tonn. “We looked him up in the yearbook 
and there he was.” 

A student suggested that Druid Hills 
rename its theatre after Uhry, a move 
designed both to honor the playwright and 
to provide a vehicle to raise the funds nec- 
essary to restore the facility. The students 
wrote a letter to Uhry, who responded 
with tremendous enthusiasm. “He was 
greatly honored,” recalls Tonn. 

Tonn chaired a committee composed of 
students, parents and faculty. “I learned at 
Agnes Scott to involve students as partici- 
pants, not just recipients,” Tonn says. The 
resulting 18-month campaign raised 
$100,000 to fix wiring and leaks, to install 
state-of-the-art light and sound systems 
and to paint. 

On May 14, the Alfred Uhry Theatre 
was dedicated at Druid Hills. The play- 
wright attended and the project received 
tremendous press. As for what the future 
holds, Tonn is waiting to see. “The project 
reminded me what Agnes Scott taught 
me—if you work at it, you can do it.”

law degree in 1968. She was elected to the South 
Carolina House of Representatives in 1974 as a 
Democrat representing Columbia. 

A philosophy major at Agnes Scott, Toal was the first 
woman to hold a leadership position in the South 
Carolina House when she chaired the Rules Committee. 
When she was elected to a seat on the state Supreme 
Court in 1988, she became the only justice to have 
been elected without having served as a judge on a 


Toal is particularly known for her civil rights record, 
both as an activist and then as a justice. In college, she 
participated in efforts to get more blacks registered to 
vote in states where minorities had difficulties 
registering. She is often cited for her reputation for 
being a vocal justice and an active questioner of lawyers 


Toal said her election was remarkable for women in 
her profession in South Carolina. Only 10 women were 
practicing law in South Carolina when Toal graduated 
from law school in 1968, she said. Now nearly 20 
percent of South Carolina lawyers are women, and some 
legal observers have said her election will most likely 
increase that percentage even more. 

“Frankly, I'm excited about it,” she says. “I have a lot 
of ideas for moves | want to make to have the system 
progress as we enter the new century.” 


Patterson Named Social 
Services Director 


lizabeth “Libba” Goud Patterson '68 was named 

director of the South Carolina Department of 
Social Services by Gov. Jim Hodges in January. She is 
the first female director in the history of the agency, 
which has 4,700 employees and an annual budget of 
over $768 million. 

Patterson has been a law professor at the 
University of South Carolina since 1980 and helped 
write state laws protecting children from abuse. She 
was director of the Office for Families in the Legal 
System at USC's Institute for Families in Society and 
interim director of the Children’s Law Office, which 
she helped create, at the USC Law School. 

Patterson was the principal drafter of portions of 
the state's Children’s Code Reform Act of 1996 and 
amendments to that statute in 1997. She drafted 
Central Registry of Child Abuse and Neglect reform 
legislation in 1997, and says she will continue to 
focus on children’s issues as director of Social 
Services. 

At the time of Patterson's appointment, Hodges 
said he selected her because she had experience with 
the social service issues as well as an outside perspec- 
tive on the agency. 

Patterson graduated from Agnes Scott with a 
major in history in 1968. She earned her law degree 
with highest distinction from the University of 
Arizona College of Law in 1976. 


Another STAR for Bennett 
Caps Teaching Career 


or Susan Davis Bennett '68, winning her sixth STAR | 

Teacher award this year provided a wonderful sense 
of continuity and accomplishment at the close of her 
30-year career in education. She also won the award in 
her first year of teaching. 

In between her first STAR Teacher award in 1969 
and her sixth this year, Bennett received four other 
nominations. In 1970, she earned statewide recognition 
as Georgia's STAR Teacher. 

When Bennett retired from Decatur High School in 
July, her colleagues and the Decatur City School 
System recognized her contributions as a teacher with two major honors—a book 
award established by the faculty, and a language arts award given by a parents’ group. 

Bennett credits Agnes Scott with “teaching me responsible scholarship—the 
desire to seek to go below the surface." She ascribes her desire to work with gifted 
students to the love of learning the College brought out in her. She also credits the 
College with instilling in her a sense of honor and integrity that she readily passed 
on to her students. “I learned respect for myself and both to treat students with 
respect and to expect them to treat me with respect.” 

Bennett often worked with Agnes Scott student teachers. “The education 
department always sent me their best,” she says. “Whenever there was an opening in 
our English department, | would look for an Agnes Scott graduate.” At Bennett's 
retirement, the high school's English department numbered seven, four of whom 
graduated from Agnes Scott. “We all came along at different times,” she says. 

“It made for a diverse and strong department.” 

Since her retirement, Bennett has joined the Decatur ASC alumnae club to fulfill 
a promise she made to herself as a student. “] was a day student and married with a 
baby,” she says. “I did not have much time to be more than a student, so | promised 
myself that when | retired | would find some way to re-involve myself with Agnes 
Scott. It has given me a sense of continuity,” she says.

Vonnegut's Address Was Condescending 


Audience Connected With Commencement Address 


Am I the only alumna who was offended by the condescending pabulum of Kurt 
Vonnegut's commencement address to the class of 1999? . . . It defies credibility that 
this literary lightweight would stand before a group of young women who have just 
completed four academically rigorous years of study and demean them with the sexist, 
19th-century notion that “the hand that rocks the cradle rules the world.” I yield to no 
one in my respect for the joys and responsibilities of motherhood—or fatherhood, for 
that matter. However, such domestic platitudes have, for centuries, been used to limit 
women's personal and professional horizons and to deny more than half of the planet's 
population full and equal access to political, economic and social power. . . . 

It is certainly appropriate that an institution of higher learning challenge its students 
by presenting a wide range of opinions on academic, political and social issues. It is 
quite another matter for this College to endorse beliefs that are antithetical to the 
very foundation of Agnes Scott's academic legacy and its role in the education of 
women. ... That views such as Vonnegut's remain extant in 1999 is unfortunate. That 
an academic institution allegedly devoted to the intellectual, spiritual and personal 
development of women would give these views a forum as significant as its 
commencement address is appalling.

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As the (step)mother of both a 1999 college graduate and a 1999 high school 
graduate, | was able to see first-hand the impact of Agnes Scott's choice of Kurt 
Vonnegut Jr. as a commencement speaker. 

This past spring, my 18-year-old stepson gave me great pleasure when he 
announced that one of my long-ago favorite books, Slaughterhouse Five, was on his 
“top-ten all-time best books” list. (I might wish it were accompanied by All the King’s Men 
and a little Eudora Welty, but we're heading in the right direction.) 

In June, | faxed the text of Vonnegut's remarks to my 25-year-old niece. A recent 
college graduate in the fine arts, she felt connected both to what Vonnegut had to say 
and also to the way-he-said it. Not “down" to the audience, but “out to them.” 

This age group, 18 to 25, must be one of Agnes Scott's primary target audiences for 
publicity and awareness. Vonnegut put Agnes Scott in the news in a very positive way. 

After having attended several commencement ceremonies recently, | conducted an 
unscientific poll. The majority of people | questioned could not remember the name of 
their college commencement speaker. The Agnes Scott class of 1999 will not have that 
problem, and, in my opinion, that is a tribute to the College.

Hodges Named Pew Scholar 


STUDY TO FOCUS ON SCIENCE EDUCATION 


inda Hodges, William Rand Kenan 
_L_Professor of Chemistry, has been 
selected a Pew Scholar by the Carnegie 
Academy for the Scholarship of Teaching 


As a Pew Scholar, Hodges plans to 
develop models for assessing student-cen- 
tered, innovative educational strategies. 
She has developed several inquiry-based or 
research-based laboratories for organic 
chemistry, and she recently converted a 
first semester biochemistry course to a problem-based format. 

Pew Scholars serve for a one-year term during which they 
investigate and document work on issues in the teaching and 
learning of their field. While they work primarily in their own 
academic settings, they spend two 10-day summer sessions 
together at the Foundation and additional time during the 
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Hodges will focus on three issues that form the crux of discus- 
sions of science education today. The first critical issue is the bal- 
ance between the historical body of knowledge, the overwhelm- 
ing expansion of new information and teaching the process of 
learning. The second issue is how faculty structure the learning 
experience to reach the majority of students. The third issue is 
assessment—how faculty know they are accomplishing the first

Science, has been awarded a Fulbright 
grant to the University of Pretoria, South 
Africa. 

Scott is one of approximately 2,000 ULS. 
grantees who will travel abroad for the 
1999/2000 academic year through the 
Fulbright Program, according to the U.S. 
Information Agency and J. William Fulbright 
Foreign Scholarship Board. Established in 
1946 under Congressional legislation intro- 
duced by the late Sen. J. William Fulbright of Arkansas, the pro- 
gram is designed “to increase mutual understanding between the 
people of the United States and the people of other countries.”

MOLLIE MERRICK ’57 REFLECTS ON 46 YEARS AT ASC 


Mollie Merrick '57, associate dean 
of students, retired this year after 
40 years of service to the College and 
was named associate dean of students 
emerita by the Board of Trustees. 


eptember 1953, when | 
arrived at Agnes Scott as 
a freshman, and January 
1959, when | returned to 
work on the Dean of Students’ 
staff, seem like yesterday in 
many ways. The many changes 
that the College has undergone 
in the ensuing 46 years have 
been inevitable. A few samples 
of the changes I've endured, 
participated in or even promot- 
ed include: 
¢ From my class in 1953-54 
being the last to have lights out 
at 11:30 to 24/7 in the present 
(and if you don't know what 
24/7 is—don't ask me!) 
e From students without cars 
to a new parking deck. 
¢ From knowing James Ross 
McCain (the second president 
of Agnes Scott) to working with 
Mary Brown Bullock, the first 
alumna president (i.e., knowing 
six of the seven presidents). 
¢ From working the switch- 
board in a cubbyhole under the 
stairs in Main to occupying a 
lovely office in that same 
location. 


e From living in a room on sec- 
ond Inman my freshman year, 
where the porch outside my 
window was the only place on 
campus for sunbathing, to hav- 
ing to be careful not to trip over 
someone sunning in the quad. 

e From occupying a nice cor- 
ner room on second Rebekah 
my sophomore year to seeing it 
become the laundry room for 
the building this year. 

e From living in a Tower room 
in Main my junior year to 
seeing it in “Scream 2.” 

¢ From the filming of A Man 
Called Peter, by ASC alumna 
Catherine Marshall in 1954, 
through Alan Alda and Carol 
Burnett playing soccer on the 
hockey field in The Four Seasons, 
where the campus became fall in 
the spring, to all the adventures 
of Scream 2 and murder on 
Buttrick Drive. 

¢ From Robert Frost through 
Charles Kuralt and John Updike 
to Linda Ellerbee. 

¢ From four dorms and 15 cot- 
tages to six residence halls and 
the apartments at Avery Glen. 

¢ From reading The Stranger and 
The Lonely Crowd for Freshman 
Orientation in 1960 through 40 
books to Angela’ Ashes in 1998. 

¢ From one computer in 
Campbell (which was looked 


down on by most of the cam- 
pus) to every faculty and staff 
member with a computer on 
the desk and residence halls 
wired for every student to 
bring her own. 


Change (and sometimes the 
lack of it) has been the name of 
the game at Agnes Scott. I cer- 
tainly have seen many changes. 
But the thing that has kept me 
at the College with such plea- 
sure these 40 years is the cal- 
iber and integrity 
of the community.

The quote, “Now good diges- 
tion wait on appetite and health 
on both," remains carved over the 
entryway to the new servery area, 
and the President's Dining Room 
has been restored and now opens 
onto the Alumnae Garden. 

In addition, the front window 
was replaced with clear glass, 
offering a stunning view of Agnes 
Scott “Main” Hall, and a new back 


Candler Street. 

It's the food, how- 
ever, that has most 
people buzzing about 
the new dining hall. 

“People are thrilled 
with the food,” says 
Pete Miller, director of 
Food Services. “We 
have enough room 
now to be able to 
change quickly to meet 
people's needs. We're more flexible and can offer more.” 

Evans Dining Hall serves approximately 1,500 meals 
per day and not just to students, faculty and staff. 
“Members of the community started coming on Sundays,” 
says Miller. “Now, we have them at almost every meal.” 

Patrons find just about anything they can imagine for 
breakfast, lunch or dinner. The servery is comprised of 
food stations that involve the patron in the cooking 
process with a grill, pasta station, bakery, deli, pizza bar, 
nook for international food and, of course, the more tra- 
ditional fare complete with a carving station

BRADLEY OBSERVATORY TO UNDERGO RENOVATION AND EXPANSION 


’ She Bradley Observatory is getting 
a facelift. Since opening in June 
1950 the Bradley Observatory has 
not been renovated, nor has its equip- 
ment been significantly updated. An 
expansion and renovation project sched- 
uled to begin in December includes a 
state-of-the-art planetarium, an auditori- 
um, seminar classrooms, an automated 
dome for the Beck telescope and an 
observation plaza in front of the 
observatory. 
“The current building was designed 
50 years ago as a flexible teaching and 
research space. It has aged well, but 


needs updating to carry us through the 
next 50 years,” said Assistant Professor 
of Astronomy and Observatory Director 
Chris De Pree. For example, the obser- 
vatory has little in the way of display 
space and is not properly wired to easily 
bring telescope images into the class- 
room or foyer areas. The renovation 
will include spaces for the display of 
historic equipment and provide the 
ability to display telescope images on 
the planetarium dome. 

The new observatory will also 
include a special laboratory with auto- 
mated room hatch to conduct an atmos- 

pheric sensing 


project in con- 
junction with 
scientists at 
the Georgia 
Tech Research 
Institute. This 
project will 
give physics 
and astronomy 
students the 
opportunity to 
participate in 
atmospheric 
research and 


gain practical field experience. The new 
planetarium will become the new 
astronomy classroom and also be the 
site for open house events. 

Astronomy courses will continue in 
the spring semester with night labs 
being held on the north side of the 
soccer field using field tripods and 
portable telescopes. In the spring, some 
planetarium sessions may be held at the 
nearby Fernbank Planetarium. By fall 
semester 2000, astronomy students will 
be able to use the modernized campus 
facility. The renovated classroom space 
will retain the stage for small public 
musical performances. To the north of 
the renovated building, students will 
find a “moon garden’ consisting of 
benches, stepping stones and 
night-blooming plants. 

“| think the new observatory will 
attract students not only to the 
department, but also 
students who are just 
interested in learning 
about our galaxy," said 
junior astronomy enthusi- 
ast Rachel Sullivan ‘01. 
"It will enrich the entire 
campus community.” 


Alumnae will be notified of the 
observatory’s dedication and hours of 
operation when it is reopened. The 
Department of Physics and Astronomy 
is conducting a search for an additional 
faculty member whose research is in 
the area of optical astronomy. As the 
observatory and the department grow, 
public programs will be expanded 
so that alumnae and community 
members can benefit from the 
enhanced facility. 

“This is a very exciting time to be an 
astronomer and an exciting time to be 
at Agnes Scott,” said De Pree. “The 
College is dedicated to building our 
program, both in terms of facilities and 
faculty. I hope that 50 years from now, 
the building we have planned will be as 
well used and as well loved as the 
current building has been.”

Trustees Begin Campaign Planning 


FUNDING WILL SUPPORT ACADEMICS, CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 


he Agnes Scott College Board of Trustees has a new topic for 

its already ambitious agenda. On Oct. 28, the Board met at 
The Carter Center in a full day retreat to begin formal planning 
for a comprehensive campaign that will generate unprecedented 
support for the College and its mission. A comprehensive 
campaign will raise funds for academic programs and initiatives 


as well as capital improvements. 


Following the planning retreat, the Board celebrated with other 
honored guests at the gala opening of the renovated Letitia Pate 
Evans Dining Hall. Then it was back to work Saturday morning 
for the regular meeting of the Board. The agenda that day included 
bylaws, capital improvements and financial matters, among other 
issues. Highlights from the meeting include the following actions: 
¢ Adoption of a revised endowment spending policy, providing a 
three-year rolling average to determine the market value of the 


new science facilities. 


e Reaffirmation of its commitment to an action of the Board in 
1973, naming the new campus center building the Wallace 
McPherson Alston Campus Center in honor of Wallace Alston, 
who served as the College's president from 1951 to 1973. 

¢ Changing of the Dean of the College Edmund Sheehey’s title to 
"Vice President for Academic Affairs and Dean of the College” and 
Dean of Students Gué Hudson's title to “Vice President for Student 
Life and Community Relations and Dean of Students.” 

e Expression of appreciation to Hal L. Smith for his contributions 
to the College and wishes for a happy 95th birthday. Smith served 
as chair of the Board from 1956 to 1973. 

e Expression of gratitude to Joyce K. Essien for her time of serv- 
ice on the Board which concluded last summer. 

e Adoption of a resolution of appreciation for the life of James A 
Minter, trustee from 1959 to 1978. Minter died last summer. 


endowment on which the endowment contribution to the operat- 
ing budget is based. Annual spending from the endowment, 
including payment on the College's debt, will remain between 

4 and 6 percent of the market value. 

e Authorization of the Building and Grounds Committee and the 
Executive Committee to work with the College administration on 
proposed revisions to the Master Plan. 

¢ Approval of the design development concepts for the 
renovation of Bradley Observatory and a review of plans for 
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community. The individual lectures 
and cultural events do not stand 
alone: Their ideas and art forms are 
bouncing off each other, galvaniz- 
ing and engaging us as the year 
progresses. Our topics are 
diverse—classical drama, evolution, 
science and religion, jazz, African- 
American poetry, Asian story- 
telling, classical guitar, Korean 
music and so on. But three inte- 
grating themes emerge that stimu- 
late reflection on the past and the 
implications for the future, which 
is, after all, what millennium mad- 
ness is all about. 

Take Antigone, defiant woman, 
with whom we both began and will 
end the year. The second perform- 
ance of Antigone, in April 2000, will 
be a post-modern dance interpreta- 
tion titled Antigones Dream. We are 
beginning and ending the year 
with what will probably be two 
radically different interpretations 
of Sophocles’ original drama of a 
woman who defies her king in 
order to perform a funeral rite and 
in so doing exposes the weakness 
of his authority and her society. In 
exploring the Antigone legend, we 
will trace the role of women as 
individuals and as a group from the 
classical era to today. A long peri- 
od of oppression and subjugation, 
but a new and powerful awakening. 
Will we be different, truly differ- 
ent, in the future? Will we make 
more of a difference? As Francis 
Fukuyama asks in a controversial 
article: “What if Women Ruled the 
World?" 

Our second theme, echoed in 
the visits of three internationally 
acclaimed scientists, revolves 
around religion and science. Nobel 
laureate Roald Hoffmann bridges a 
gap between science and the 
humanities in his research as a 
chemist and his poetry. For 
Stephen Jay Gould there are two 
kinds of knowledge, scientific and 
religious, and it is important that 
they exist in separate magisteria, 
not overlapping each other's 
knowledge domains. John

FORMER CHAIR OF EDUCATION MADE LASTING IMPACT 


|, ene Ammons, professor emerita of 
education, died Sept. 25 at her 


Ammons, 71, taught at Agnes Scott 
from 1969 until her retirement in 1989, 
serving as chair of the Department of 
Education for much of that time. She had 
previously taught at the University of 
Wisconsin and was a consultant at various 
times throughout her career to universities

Prior to her career in higher education, Ammons earned 
degrees from the University of Chicago (Ph.D.), Emory University 
(M.A.) and The University of Georgia (B.S.). 

Ammons was widely published in magazines and education 
journals and co-authored a book titled Physical Education for Children: 
A Focus on the Teaching Process. She was a member of Alpha Delta Pi

Learning speaker coming in 
March, also affirms what he calls 
the “collegiality between science 
and technology,” contending that 
these “intellectual cousins are both 
concerned with interpreted experi- 
ence and with the quest for truth 
about reality.” Polkinghorne, how- 
ever, writes from an explicitly 
Christian perspective, affirming 
the unity of knowledge, that "the- 
ism is concerned with making total 
sense of the world.” How impor- 
tant it is for these concepts to be 
explored not just on the Agnes 
Scott campus, but in our deepest 
personal reflections on the mean- 
ing of the millennium. You could 
easily write the history of the sec- 
ond millennium around the shift- 
ing balance between science and 
religion. As we look ahead, what 
will be the affect of third millenni- 
um science and technology on our 
ongoing search for truth and 
meaning? 

And a third theme, echoed in 
presentations from Latin America 
and Asia, is global culture. I'm not 
a fan of the term, but it represents 
a powerful concept. Is global 
culture real? Is it good or bad? Is 
it crushing indigenous culture, or 
do we see evidence of a growing 
assertion of traditional cultural 
forms, essential for the patterns 
and rhythms of every day life? Or 
are we living in one of those aston- 
ishingly rich historical periods 
when new cultures are born? 

Asking these kinds of big ques- 
tions, with respect for all views, 
and the precious opportunity to 
spend time together exploring 
them, is what a liberal arts com- 
munity is all about. To the extent 
that we embrace these intellectual 
challenges and cultural opportuni- 
ties, Agnes Scott College will, 
indeed, become an intellectual 
community transformed.

Beyond Symbolism 


HISTORY PROFESSOR URGES STUDENTS TO MAKE TRANSFORMATION A REALITY IN THE NEW MILLENNIUM

given in September 1999. 


mid the mania and 

euphoria of the current 

millennium frenzy, a sad 

irony beckons—the 
reality that, the natural progres- 
sion of time notwithstanding, 
humanity is simultaneously living 
the different epochs, from pre- 
modern to the post-modern era 
of high-tech miracles. The devel- 
opmental disparity between and 
within nations, continents and 
peoples clearly underscores this 
fact. From the former Yugoslavia 
to East Timor to Rwanda to 
Congo to my own native land of 
Sierra Leone, ongoing crises 
demonstrate that power-hungry 
elements are determined to carry 
into the next century their reign 
of ruthless despotism and barbar- 
ic genocide. In almost every 
corner of the world we find 
instances of the exploitation of 
men, women and children. 

As daunting as the horrors and 
backwardness generated by 
outdated ideologies are—those 
which assert the inferiority of 
some group of people—we must 
resolve to confront and challenge 
injustices on every level 
Increasingly, people with the 
clearest insights into the carnage 
of bigotry and hatred, instead of 
giving up on humankind, are 
becoming more convinced of the 


necessity in the new millennium 
of relentless individual and col- 
lective assault against such 
obstructionist forces. 

| must emphasize that it is not 
my intention on this joyous occa- 
sion to depress you with tales of 
gloom and doom. We only need 
to look around us to see the 
accomplishments of this century, 
many of which are nothing short 
of colossal— 
a fact which 
makes this 
period so 
paradoxical. 
Today, organ 
transplants 
have become 
routine; yet 
people are 
dying from 
something as 
simple as 
dehydration 
from 
diarrhea. 
Comfort in home living has 
reached such heights that with 
just a mere clap of the hands or 
the push of a button appliances 
are made to perform a variety of 
tasks; yet never before has the 
world had such massive numbers 
of homeless and displaced peo- 
ple. Curricular changes have been 
so profound in their quest to pre- 
pare students (and teachers, actu- 
ally) for a more multicultural, 
technologically oriented and 
globally connected society; yet 
there are educational institutions

which lack the basic necessities 
like chairs, desks and paper, 
much less updated textbooks 
and computers. 

So contrary to merely berat- 
ing an era, my intent is to remind 
you of the paradoxes and to 
implore you, as you stride toward 
the end of your undergraduate 
endeavor and a new century, to 
remember those left out. Too 
often, proud 
and confident 
of our own 
individual 
accomplish- 
ments, we 
neglect to 
place them 
within wider 
contexts that, 
like it or not, 
at some point 
inevitably will 
affect us. 

A few 
decades ago, 
| was part of a similar frenzy and 
euphoria over transition. When | 
started high school, most African 
countries were nearing the end of 
a decade of independence. We 
were constantly reminded by our 
teachers, parents, politicians and 
government officials that we 
were the hope for the continent 
as the leaders of a post-colonial 
Africa. And yet, | had no knowl- 
edge of a crisis in a village less 
than a mile from my boarding 
school. At the time, | didn't 
particularly care. | was too busy 
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savoring the idea that | was in 
that crop slated to lead a post- 
colonial Africa. It did not dawn 
on me that meaningful leader- 
ship entailed a true understand- 
ing of the issues and the people 
whose lives are affected by the 
policies of their leaders. For 
many leaders, the new post- 
colonial order never went 
beyond the symbolism of new 
flags and anti-imperialism 
rhetoric. 

Transitions often proceed 
with a flair for symbolism and 
rhetoric, as we are seeing in 
these last months of the 20th 
century. But it is also true that in 
the hoopla, organizations, insti- 
tutions, cities and nations are 
adopting mottoes designed to 
engender serious reflection on 
the current state of our societies 
and the trajectories they will 
follow in the future. From many 
of such mottoes that | have 
seen, that of our own Agnes 
Scott College Millennium 
Committee is one of the most 
inspiring—" Transformations: 
Honoring the Past, Imagining 
the Future.” Indeed, even as we 
lament the imbalances of this 
century, we must celebrate the 
lives and work of individuals 
and groups and the develop- 
ments that they shaped to trans- 
form society in this era. Yes, 
indeed, we must honor the past 
and be inspired by the examples 
of these heroes and so many 
others as we imagine the future

Booth Inducted Into 
Hall of Fame 


INSTITUTE ALUMNA FOUNDED GIRLS SCHOOL 


argaret Hutcheson Booth and Agnes Irvine Scott had a 
Me: in common. Both women were strong proponents of 

education and both had schools dedicated to them. 
And Booth, who attended the school named after Scott, was 
recently recognized for founding her own version of “The World 
for Women" in Alabama. 

Booth, an alumna of Agnes Scott Institute—she attended in 
1904, before Agnes Scott was a “college’—was inducted into the 
Alabama Women's Hall of Fame in March, taking her place 
among such notables as Helen Keller and Tallulah Bankhead. 

After her time at Agnes Scott, Booth dedicated her life to the 
revitalization of education. In an era when literacy was rare in 
rural communities, Booth was an advocate for public schools and 
libraries. In 1914, after five years as principal of the Demopolis 
public high school, she founded The Margaret Booth School in 
her mother's house as a college preparatory program for girls. 

“Miss Margaret” encouraged students to become scientists and 
doctors who could also quote Shakespeare and speak several lan- 
guages. She embraced a liberal arts education even as renowned 
educators proclaimed the virtues of single-subject academic 
focus. 

“lam delighted with my school, and it has proven a great 
success in its first year,” Booth said in a 1915 issue of the 
Montgomery Advertiser. “In spite of financial strain .. . | have 
limited the number [of pupils] in order to give the maximum 
of personal attention.” 

By founding a private school for girls, Booth could teach the 
subjects public schools discouraged in favor of practical courses 
like home economics. Her emphasis on literature, English and 
modern foreign languages created a reputation of academic 
austerity. “Whenever we came in front of her, we had to curtsy,” 
said a former student. 

Although branded a strict professor, she also had affection 
for her students. If a student could not pay the tuition, the 
student was awarded a scholarship. Many times Booth donated 
the scholarship funds herself, although she refused recognition 
for it. 

Her private school flourished and her students were accepted 
at prominent women's colleges—Wellesley, Mount Holyoke, 
Smith and Agnes Scott. Her school's reputation became so great 
that her students did not take placement exams when they 
reached college. Instead, they were simply enrolled in advanced 
courses. The college preparatory program Booth had opened in 
her mother's house evolved into one of the most respected girls 
secondary schools in the southeast. 

Booth's goals extended beyond a traditional education. She 
demanded that her students balance academic “smarts” with 
practical expertise. Each summer, she and her students traveled 
the world practicing their language skills and learning to be 
members of the international community. She died on such a 
trip to London in 1953 at the age of 73.

The couple lives in Tungan Marke, a small village in Nigeria's 
northwest Kebbi state, with their two children, Joel, 7, and 
Micah, 4. Settling in a remote area of the country that, for most, 
does not supply electricity and running water has meant 
Dettweiler has had to pull from a reserve of self-sufficiency. So 
much so, that she and her husband had to construct their own 
home made of cement blocks. With the help of a construction 
supervisor and plenty of sweat equity, the Dettweilers now have 
a home complete with indoor plumbing and solar power. 

Taking it all into perspective, Dettweiler readily admits that 
missionary work can be fulfilling and requires “all you've got, 
plus commitment and perseverance.”

1996 then went on to finish her Master of Arts in Teaching 
Secondary English at the College in 1997. While at the College, 
Martinez was one of only two students to serve on the 
Presidential Search Committee, a role she fondly recalls. 

As part of her M.A.T. requirements, Martinez student-taught at 
Campbell High School in Smyrna, a suburb northwest of Atlanta. 
When she completed the program, the school offered her a 
permanent position, and she became part of its English 


In January, Martinez’ efforts inside and outside of the 
classroom received the recognition of the entire Campbell 
High School student body, who selected her for the 1999 Martin 
Luther King Jr. Humanitarian Award. The award, presented in 
conjunction with the Martin Luther King Jr. Center for 
Nonviolent Social Change, honors two teachers, two students 
and two community leaders whom the students feel best embody 
the qualities of the late civil rights leader. 

For Martinez, receiving the award was a moving experience. 
“My best friend was also selected, and our two special students— 
our little boys—presented the awards to us. They are best friends 
and very shy about speaking in front of groups. As soon as they 
came forward at the assembly, | knew.” Martinez was also stunned 
to discover that her parents were in the audience to witness the 
presentation. “They drove over a thousand miles to be there,

Alumnae to Co-chair Campaign 


DELAFIELD ’58 AND GRAVES ’63 SELECTED TO LEAD NATIONAL FUNDRAISING EFFORT 


oseph R. Gladden Jr., Chair of the Agnes Scott 

College Board of Trustees, will head the College's 

campaign steering committee for the upcoming 
comprehensive campaign, and two alumnae—Frances 
“Frannie” Bailey Graves ‘63 and JoAnn “Joie” Sawyer 
Delafield '58—will be national campaign co-chairs. 

Delafield and Graves both have extensive experience 
with Agnes Scott and with fundraising in general. Graves 
has served on the College's Board of Trustees since 1992 
and has been Vice Chair of the Board since 1997. 
Delafield was a trustee from 1984 to 1995, and both 
served on the search committee that selected Mary 
Brown Bullock ‘66 as the College's president. 

Graves, who lives in Atlanta, graduated from Agnes 
Scott in 1963 with a major in history and went on to earn 
a master of arts in education from Duke University. She 
has worked as a fundraising volunteer for Agnes Scott, 
the Juvenile Diabetes Foundation, Trinity Presbyterian 
Church, the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra and Sheltering 
Arms Day Care Centers. 

Delafield graduated from Agnes Scott in 1958 as a 
chemistry major and now lives in New York City. She 
chaired the capital campaign for YWCA of New York 
City, helping the organization raise $8 million. She has 
also worked on a successful capital campaign for 
Adirondack Museum in upstate New York. 


Delafield and Graves both said they agreed to co-chair 


the campaign because of their excitement about the 
direction and leadership of the College. Following are 
excerpts of comments the co-chairs made in interviews 
with MAIN EVENTS. 

Q: Why did you agree to serve as co-chair of the 
comprehensive campaign? 

Graves: It's an opportunity to give back to the 
institution that gave so much to me as a student. And this 
is a particularly important time in Agnes Scott history, 
with the strong presidential leadership and unusually 
gifted faculty. The combination makes it important that 
we Capitalize on this time.

Benazir Bhutto 
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Millennial Celebrations Continue

1] ransformations'—Agnes 
Scott's three-year millennium 
celebration that began last 


fall—continues this spring with a slate 
of events featuring, among others, 
Benazir Bhutto, former prime minister 
of Pakistan; Joyce Carol Oates, two- 
time nominee for the Nobel Prize in 
Literature; and Sir John Polkinghorne, 
Anglican priest and noted physicist 
and theologian. 


Women's History Month 
Benazir Bhutto will be Agnes Scott's 
Women's History Month speaker on 


Tuesday, March 14. She was prime 
minister of Pakistan for two terms 
between 1988 and 1996 and was the 


first woman to head the government of 


a modern Islamic state. She currently 
heads the Pakistan People’s Party and 
has authored two books—Foreign Policy 
in Perspective (1978) and Daughter of 
Destiny (1988). 

Prior to her election as prime minis- 
ter, Bhutto spent nearly six years either 
in prison or under detention for her 
role as leader of the Pakistan People's 
Party. She received the Bruno Kreisky 
Award for Human Rights in 1988 and 


the Honorary Phi Beta Kappa Award 
from Radcliffe College at Harvard 
University in 1989. 


Writers’ Festival 
Joyce Carol Oates will headline the 
College's 28th annual Writers’ Festival 
March 23-24. She is considered one 
of America’s most versatile writers, 
having authored books in several gen- 
res. In addition to numerous novels 
and short story collections, she has 
published several plays and books of 
poetry.

NEW 490-SPACE STRUCTURE OPENS 


rched windows ona 
parking structure? Such 
facilities generally are not 


known for their aesthetic beauty, 
but the new structure at Agnes 
Scott is getting compliments for 
its visual appeal. The red-brick 
edifice incorporates elements of 
design consistent with both the 
College's architecture and the 
surrounding neighborhood—a 
combination of styles that was 
intended to satisfy the College 
as well as its neighbors. 

The parking structure, situated 
on South McDonough Street 
directly across from Presser Hall, 
provides 490 additional spaces on 
the growing campus. The addi- 
tional parking will help the 
College accommodate a student 
body numbering 1,000 that is 
expected within the next few 
years. The structure measures 
249 by 186 feet; its four levels of 
parking are partially concealed 
by surrounding topography. 
Adjacent to it is the new 
Department of Public Safety. 

Construction was completed 
earlier this year, with some final 
touches currently being added to 
the landscape. Portions of the 
structure have been in use since 
fall semester 1999, and the entire 
deck was opened for use in 


January. 


“Parking has been a big issue 
on campus,” said Gué Hudson, 
vice president for student life and 
community relations and dean of 
students. “It was tight when we 
had 550 students, and it wasn't 
getting any better.” 

The College considered 
parking options on and off 
campus and selected the South 
McDonough site for its proximi- 
ty to Presser, Rebekah Scott and 
Buttrick halls—sites of most of 
the College's public events. The 
location will also minimize the 
impact on College Avenue traffic 
(an exit from the deck to College 
Avenue will be opened as needed 
to accommodate large crowds 
leaving the campus after evening 
events). 

In its planning stages, the 
proposed deck caused some ten- 
sions among neighbors and the 
surrounding community. The 
College solicited opinions from 
neighbors at every phase of the 
design process, frequently 
modifying the structure's design 
to address some of the concerns 
expressed. “The charm and 
character of the College and 
nearby neighborhoods had to be 
preserved,” said Hudson. 
“Nobody involved in the project 


took that responsibility lightly." 

Making the structure blend 
with the campus and the sur- 
rounding neighborhood was 
challenging, said architect Hank 
Spiker of Thompson, Ventulett, 
Stainback and Associates of 
Atlanta. The design called for 
the same type of brick used on 
other campus buildings, with 
stone detailing around windows 
and edges to help maintain a 
sense of the campus's Collegiate 
Gothic theme. At the same time, 
the site plan placed the structure 
as far away from neighbors as 
possible, using landscape buffers. 
The type of brick used is also 
suitable for the neighborhood, 
giving the building a warm 
residential feel. 

Spiker says that in addition to 
the materials used and the land- 
scaping, adjustments made to the 
design included giving the 
Public Safety office a residential 
appearance; placing lights 
strategically so that they would 
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not shine into nearby houses; 
and spacing columns to make 
smaller modules, giving the 
overall appearance of a more 
residential scale. 

The parking facility project 
has encompassed more than just 
the site on which the building 
stands. A plan is being devel- 
oped for the entire block east 
of South McDonough and south 
of College Avenue. The College 
has retained Ann Beha of 
Boston, a nationally recognized 
architect known for her work in 
historic renovations, to prepare 
a plan for the block. Beha has 
received input from members 
of the Decatur Historic 
Preservation Commission and 
the neighborhood association as 
well as College representatives. 

“We believe that after all is 
said and done, this block of 
Decatur will be in much better 
shape than it was before,” 
Hudson said.

Leveling the Playing Field 


ATHLETICS DIRECTOR, ALUMNA AND STUDENTS TEAM TO PROMOTE TITLE IX LEGISLATION 


Director Page Remillard are getting in 

on in the legislative process. They, 
along with state Rep. Kathy Ashe '68, an 
ASC trustee, are forces behind a bill 
currently making its way through the 
Georgia legislature that would radically 
alter the way the state's high schools 
distribute resources for boys’ and 
girls’ sports. 

The bill, co-sponsored by Ashe and 
Rep. Stephanie Stuckey, would mandate 
the enforcement of federal Title IX 
regulations at state high schools, requiring 
that the proportion of resources allotted 
for boys’ and girls’ athletic programs 
match the proportion of boys and girls in 


ive Agnes Scott students and Athletics 


each school's overall student enrollment. 
Although Title IX regulations currently 
apply to state schools, there is no existing 
method in Georgia for enforcing school 
compliance. The only recourse for those 
who feel that equal opportunity has not 
been provided is to appeal to federal 
authorities. 

If passed, the bill will ensure that “the 
health, teamwork and leadership benefits, 
as well as scholarship opportunities, will 
be equitable for all who participate,” 

Ashe said. 

Recent studies have shown that while 
participation in girls’ sports has increased, 
there remains significant inequity between 
programs for male and female athletes 


in Georgia's high schools. Title [X's 
effectiveness in the overhaul of collegiate 
programs has not filtered down to other 
education levels. 

"As a career professional who has 
coached men and women simultaneously, 
I have seen the value of quality programs 
developed for women,” Remillard says. 
"Yet as a parent of a female athlete, | have 
seen the disparate treatment women 
receive in sports. Anyone responsible 
for women’s athletics must be actively 
involved in creating an appropriate 
environment. Such an environment 
does not exist at the high school level 
in Georgia today.”

interns on the bill: Brooke Hussey ‘03, 
Sarah Mecllrath '01, Katie Wedbush ‘01, 
Meredith Baum '02 and Ashley Zauderer 
'02. Their responsibilities have included 
research and lobbying. As part of their 
research, the student interns have called 
Georgia principals to ask if they are aware 
of Title IX grievances in their districts, and 
have called college officials to learn more 
about recruiting practices in the state. 

One finding, according to Mellrath, is 
that because of the over-emphasis of high 
school football to the detriment of other 
sports in Georgia, many colleges recruit 
outside the state for sports other than 
football. That translates into fewer 
opportunities for many of Georgia's 
athletes. Mcllrath, who is from Florida, 
where similar state legislation was passed 
in the mid-'90s, believes the bill has a 
good chance of passing in Georgia 
because of its bipartisan support. Its 
co-authors are Republican (Ashe) and 
Democrat (Stuckey); in addition, it is 
well supported by both male and 
female athletes. 

That support reflects the fact that the 
legislation is not a “women’s” bill, 
Remillard said. “It's working for the 
underrepresented group, whoever that is. 
When the playing field is leveled, good 
things happen for all participants.” 

Regardless of the outcome of the 
proposed legislation, the learning 
experience has been a benefit for the 
students involved. “This job is much 
different than going out and coaching,” 
says Remillard. “It's sharing a culture with 
the students. They're learning about the 
legislature, helping get a bill passed.”

Manuel was a volunteer for the American Red Cross for 
more than 35 years, receiving the Red Cross 30-Year 
Service Award in 1984. She was honored by the 
Metropolitan Atlanta Chapter of the Red Cross in 1989 
with an award given to volunteers whose imagination, 
direction and performance in the area of safety services 
made an extraordinary contribution to Red Cross efforts 
in the community. 

During her career she also held offices in the American 
Association for Health, Physical Education and Recreation, 
the Southern Association for Physical Education of College 
Women and the Georgia Association for Health, Physical 
Education, Recreation and Dance.

A Millennium Resolution 


AN ALUMNA’S REFLECTIONS ON LIFE AND FRIENDSHIP 


f | were prone to melodrama 

in my writing, | might well 

begin this piece by saying 

“with the dawning of the 
new millennium...” | lean more 
towards the straightforward 
Besides, as | have tried (with 
limited success) to explain to 
my students, this is not really 
the millennium. First, there was 
no year zero. The actual new 
millennium and new century 
will begin next year, thereby 
providing another “once in a 
lifetime event’ complete with 
news coverage, merchandise 
and more chances to party. In 
addition to this mathematical 
glitch, calendars are arbitrary 
and set by man. The prevailing 
calendar, the Christian 
Gregorian, marks this year as 
2000. Because this calendar has 
become the secular timepiece of 
the world, we observe signifi- 
cant dates by its marks 

Does all this fine print mean 
we should attach no signifi- 
cance to the millennium? On 
the contrary, because January 1, 
2000, meant so much to us as a 
society and culture, it gains 
rather than loses importance 
The mathematical misnomers 
and false calendars aside, cultur- 
ally speaking we see the year 
2000 as a watershed and that 
alone gives it importance 
beyond the calendar, the news 
coverage or the merchandise 

We now come down to the 
question of what the millenni 


um means. As an introspective 
person, | find that the great 
events in life—the tragedies 
and the triumphs both personal 
and societal—provide prime 
opportunities to look inward. | 
always begin by asking who am 
I? What sets me apart and 
makes me uniquely me? What 
have | learned? 

If | have learned one thing 
in the 10 years since | first set 
foot on the Agnes Scott cam- 
pus, | have come to understand 
that most of us are not the sum 
of our accomplishments. Only 
a select few leave lasting lega- 
cies of discovery, invention or 
world-changing accomplish- 
ment. Posterity will remember 
the rest of us for who we were 
as people—as children, lovers, 
spouses and, most importantly, 
as friends. 

I wish | could say | learned 
that truth by trial and error or 
by a decade of experiences 
The truth is | did not. | learned 
it from one event—one 
tragedy. In October 1998, my 
friend and fellow teacher 
Phillip Davis lost his battle 
with malignant melanoma. He 
was 28. After his funeral a 
colleague said, “I only met 
Phillip once. | did not really 
know him, but I learned all that 
| needed to know from his 
funeral.” | knew what he meant 
The crowd filled two rooms 
and flowed into the hallway 
Every person present—family

colleagues and students— 
considered Phillip their friend. 
At 28 he had touched more 
lives and hearts than most 
people do in a full lifetime. 
That his students—the ones he 
badgered to learn algebra and 
drilled in geometry—believed 
foremost in his friendship 
speaks volumes. 

In honor of Phillip and what 
he taught me, | make a simple 
resolution for this millennium. 

I will be a friend. If the choice 
comes down to doing some- 
thing, earning something, 
teaching something or being 
there for someone, | will chose 
the latter. When my time comes 
to leave this world, whether it is 


this year, next decade or at the 
end of this new century, | want 
people to say "She was a good 
friend.” 

| want my family to say it. 
I want the children | hope to 
have to say it. | want it to 
be true. 

Phillip once said to me (all 
too prophetically) that some- 
times the people you know for 
the least time make the biggest 
impact on your life. | only knew 
Phillip for three years—too 
little time, yet he has changed 
so many of us for a lifetime. 
Not a bad legacy for a new 
millennium, my friend. 
Godspeed and keep smiling

The $300,000 grant from the Hubert Charitable Trust will 
enable three Agnes Scott students per year to participate in public 
service internships that combine their academic interests and their

The Hubert Scholars program will support 
internships through which students can build on 
their academic knowledge to help address human 
needs while gaining experience in public service. 
The competitive program will require each appli- 
cant to design an internship and prepare a project 
budget as part of the application; successful candi- 
dates will make written and oral presentations 
following the completion of the project. 

“Internships can be designed as learning experi- 
ences," says Dean of the College Ed Sheehey. “We 
in the faculty recognize that off-campus opportu- 
nities for ‘service learning’ are valid and very useful 
to our students.

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FROM THE 
PRESIDENT 


he weather was balmy, the 

food delicious, and the 
company unparalleled. It was 
the Agnes Scott College 
Alumnae Association's first away 
conference held at The Cloister 
in Sea Island earlier this year in 
February. You will find the 
details elsewhere in this edition 
of MAIN EVENTS. The primary 
focus was on the newer career 
fields for women—politics and 
business, with stellar presenta- 
tions by Jean Toal '65, Kathy 
Ashe '68, Sally Skardon '70 and 
Ruth Feicht ‘86. But I would like 
to focus on a more traditional 
vocation explored in an after- 
noon panel—Agnes Scott 
alumnae as teachers. Two of my 


1966 classmates were presen- 
ters—Virginia Quattlebaum 
Lacy and Nancy Bland Norton. 
Each had felt that her calling 
was to be in the classroom. Each 
had obtained her teaching 
certificate while at Agnes Scott 
and each had gone on for 
advanced training. Virginia had 
received her M.A. degree and 
Nancy her M.A. and doctorate 
in education. Each eventually 
decided to return to her home- 
town to live, raise a family, and 
teach—Virginia to Columbia, 
S.C., and Nancy to Metter, 

Ga. Not exactly “the road less 
traveled by.” 

What was gripping about 
their presentations was their rel- 
evance to one of the biggest 
issues in American society—K- 
12 public education. And what 
was moving about their stories 
was the everyday quality—the 
energy, joy and, yes, disappoint- 
ment in their role as teachers, 
Virginia in elementary and 
middle school, and Nancy in 
elementary and middle school 
and administration. Neither 
gave a political or sociological 
assessment of the problems of 
American public schools. Each 
spoke from 30 years experience 
and the heart. Virginia, principal 
of Satchel Ford Elementary 
School, decided to take her 
audience through the events of a 
typical day at her school. She 
spoke individually about special 
needs children, talented and 
gifted children, technology, 


reading programs, multi-lan- 
guage backgrounds, happy and 
unhappy parents, the frustra- 
tions and soaring successes of 
individual teachers. Nancy 
talked about her efforts at the 
administrative level to bring 
new curriculum and standards 
to her school system. She also 
spoke of her long-term desire 
to be a school superintendent, 
and the politics of local 
school boards. 

This personal ground truth 
from the American classroom 
was, for me, a needed humaniz- 
ing to the scores of publica- 
tions | have been receiving 
about the crisis in the American 
classroom. American colleges 
and universities are being 
criticized for their failure to 
take education seriously and for 
the many inadequate teacher 
training programs. The 
American Association of 
Higher Education, the National 
Association of Independent 
Colleges and Universities and 
the American Council on 
Education have all targeted 
improving teacher education as 
one of the most important tasks 
of the 21st century. All college 
presidents are being urged to 
form new partnerships with 
K-12 education. 

For me, however, it took lis- 
tening to Virginia and Nancy 
to drive the importance of this 
mission home. 

Agnes Scott College has 
long been known for its teacher

‘Campus of the Future 


UPCOMING CAMPAIGN ABOUT MORE THAN BRICKS AND MORTAR

intage Carly Simon could be the theme song for 
Agnes Scott alumnae, staff, faculty, students and 
friends these days. Anticipation pervades the 
College's communities—those living and work- 
ing amid the construction, eating in the redesigned dining 
hall and tracking the metamorphosis of the campus center 
and the library, as well as those who have not yet visited 
the campus but who are looking forward to the realization 
of the College's Master Plan. 

As President Mary Brown Bullock '66 promised, the 
College has vaulted into the new millennium with an 
ambitious plan to create “the campus of the future.” This 
campus is far more than new or renovated buildings, 
although those provide very visible signs of the College's 
vitality. This campus of the future is primarily human 
beings: 1,000 students, who are bright, motivated, diverse 
young women; alumnae, whose college experiences have 
shaped their subsequent lives; faculty, whose intellectual 
integrity and enthusiasm inspire their students; and staff, 
who are the backbone of the College. 

Just as the “campus of the future” is much more than 
buildings, so is the upcoming campaign—now in its 
planning , or “quiet,” phase—about far more than bricks 
and mortar, says Vice President for Institutional 
Advancement Lewis Thayne. “It's not a capital campaign. 
It's a comprehensive campaign,” he stresses. Agnes Scott 
trustee and key campaign volunteer Sara Vagliano '63 
concurs. “This campaign isn't just about all those 
handsome buildings,” she says. “It's equally about expanded 
and improved academic programs, more learning 
opportunities for students, more support for faculty.” 

The unprecedented level of trustee support for the 
campaign, says Vagliano, is due very much to its 
comprehensive nature. “What really galvanizes us is the 
belief that we will be able to put truly distinguished and 
distinctive programming into these wonderful buildings so 

ae AROUINEJOEPHOTO © that there is real life in 
them all the time,” 
she says. 

In fact, this 
campaign will be the 
basis upon which the 
College will be 
building throughout 
the 21st century. 
"The Agnes Scott 
endowment didn't just 
happen,” says Thayne. 
"It was built as the 
result of gifts given 
throughout the first 
half of the last 
century.” He points 
to former President 
James Ross McCain, who during his tenure (1923-51) 
spearheaded eight successful capital campaigns. 

“We need to make clear to donors that their gifts now 
will sustain the College during the next century,” he says. 

“There are whole generations of Agnes Scott alumnae 
who remember only one campaign, the Centennial 
Campaign (1987-1990),” says campaign co-chair Frannie 
Graves '63. She speculates that a large number of alumnae 
don't recognize the value of campaigns to address ongoing

and future institutional needs, adding that “an over-arch- 
ing goal of the comprehensive campaign is to create the 
framework for giving as a natural, rhythmic part of the life 
of the College.” 

To that end, Graves and her co-chair, Joie Delafield 
'58, have begun a series of meetings across the country. 
"We are encountering enthusiastic response to our 
invitations to alumnae to accept roles as local or regional 
leaders of the campaign,” says Graves. “These alumnae are 
eager to play a part in increasing the visibility of their 
alma mater by helping to shape the story of the College 
at the turn of the millennium." 

Although the official launch of the $50-million-plus 
campaign is several months away—trustees are expected 
to announce the campaign at their fall Board meeting— 
solicitations for the “nucleus fund" of the campaign have 
been rewarding, says Thayne, citing a May announcement 
of a $1 million gift to the College from the Goizueta 
Foundation to endow full scholarships targeted to 
Hispanic and Latina students. “Also we have had some 
wonderful surprises. For example, a member of the class of 
1955 has endowed a fund for collaborative research in 
biology, and we will be able to announce another very 
large gift in late summer.” 

Alumnae hold the key to a successful campaign, 
Thayne emphasizes. “Agnes Scott has everything in the 
profile of elite liberal arts colleges—except its level of 
alumna giving,” he says. “When we show alumnae a chart 
that compares Agnes Scott with its competitors, they 
can't accept that our alumnae giving is so far behind all 
the others. 

“This campaign will focus on our alumnae, who in our 
experience are ready to give to the College and are ready 
to see it take its place in all respects among the elite 
liberal arts colleges in the country.”

Reach Out and Dance 


PROJECT PROMOTES HEALING THROUGH ARTS 


s a political science major 
and dance minor, Michelle 
Goss '00 developed a pas- 


sion for advocating the arts, 
especially dance, as a vehicle for 
healing and social change. 

This year, that passion 
translated into a socially relevant 
performance called I Have This to 
Say, an innovative independent 
study project that featured 
Agnes Scott student dancers and 
participants from a shelter for 
abused teenagers. 

A native of Ocala, Fla., Goss 
has been taking dance, mainly 
tap, for more than10 years. 
“Since coming to Agnes Scott | 
have been exposed to other types 
of dance, especially jazz and 
modern.” She graduated in May 
and intends to pursue a career in 
politics and 
advocacy, 
but while 
at Agnes 
Scott, 
Goss also 
developed 
an interest in 
choreography, 
composition and 
production. 

In the spring of 
1999, she began developing a 
plan for an independent study 
that focused on dance produc- 
tion. She consulted with 
Professor of Dance Marylin 
Darling, who was concerned at 
first with the breadth of the pro- 
ject. “I told her all of the items 
that she would have to attend to 


in putting an entire production 
together,” says Darling. 

As the project evolved, Goss’ 
and Darling's shared interests 
brought increased clarity to the 
endeavor. “I suggested that she 
incorporate only what she had a 
passion for, which turned out to 
be dance, politics and children,” 
says Darling, who is also execu- 
tive director of Abused Women 
and Children. “I took Michele to 
a teenage shelter so that she 
could talk to the directors. They 
were quite receptive but empha- 
sized to Michele the emotional 
drain and frustration she might 
experience, as well as the joy.” 

Goss’ work with the shelter 
evolved into a project that she 
and Darling christened ROAD— 
Reach Out and Dance. Goss 
spent time with the students at 
the shelter choreographing and 
rehearsing a work titled 


“About Money.” 
She incorporated the 
piece and seven other 
original works into | 
Have This to Say, which 
she calls “a movement- 
based program in sup- 
port of healing the 
soul and lifting the 
spirit through the 
arts.” Each work 
focused on a social 
issue and attempted to

evoke commentary or closure on 
the problem. 

I Have This to Say premiered at 
the ASC Dance Center, Kessler 
Dance Studio A, in November. 
To Goss’ surprise the 
performance, featuring the 
students from the shelter along 
with Agnes Scott students—some 
were friends of hers who had 

never danced before—drew 
a standing-room-only crowd. 
"| never expected a full house, ” 
she says. “An alumna and choreo- 
grapher even drove from 
Tennessee for the performance." 

Darling credits the project 
with establishing a precedent. 
“These types of projects were 
uncommon until Michele's suc- 
cess. Now we are seeing that all 
the student choreographers want 
to produce their own show.” 

In addition, Darling believes 
that ROAD will have an impact 
beyond Agnes Scott. “It will have 
a lasting effect on the 
children who were in it and is

the first significant outreach of 
Agnes Scott to the shelters. 

I know of no other person or 
department in any college that 
has ventured out in this manner. 
In fact | have been contacted by 
the leader of Imagining America 
Charity to see if we can expand 
the concept.” 

For Goss, the project's success 
made the entire process worth it, 
despite the challenges of limited 
time and space, no budget, and 
working with a volunteer cast 
and crew, many of whom donat- 
ed their time out of friendship. 

Despite the challenges, Goss’ 
work on this project reaffirmed 
her fundamental belief in the 
power of the arts to heal. "My 
hope now is for others to pursue 
their own artistic abilities to say 
whatever it is that they have to 
say. | believe now more than 
ever that art, especially dance, 
is the purest medium for 
expression.”

‘Realize What You Are Here For' 


MARSHA NORMAN ’69 TELLS GRADUATES TO OPEN THEIR EYES TO TRANSFORMATION 


Marsha Norman ‘69, a Pulitzer Prize and Tony 
Award winner, bas been a moving force in 
American drama for many years. The New 
York Times called her new one-act play, Trudy 
Blue, a “beautiful” work and a “vivid and stirring 
reminder of just what a fine observer of the interior 
life she is.” 

Norman won the 1983 Pulitzer Prize for ber 
play ‘Night, Mother. She also received a 
Tony Award and Drama Desk Award for 
The Secret Garden. 


Following are excerpts from ber Commencement 


address: 
his ceremony is a song, a dance, a 
celebration of the idea of transfor- 
mation. We can celebrate transfor- 
mation today, but we can't see it. Real 
transformation is a private event. It isn't 
the goofy blue fairy who turns Pinocchio 
into a real boy, or the dopey Fairy 


Godmother who turns Cinderella into a 
princess. The ceremonies are conducted,

and the fairies appear simply to acknowl- 
edge publicly that something, or some- 
one, has changed—that something previ- 
ously unseen can now be seen, that the 
private has become public. 

But if it wasn't the Fairy Godmother, 
when was Cinderella transformed into a 
princess? Well that one's easy. When she 
realized that she belonged at the ball. 

Or, since you probably hate the 
princess thing as much as | do, when did 
Joan of Arc really become a saint? What is 
a real moment of transformation, how do 
you know you've had one, and what do 
you do about it? 

When did Joan morph, cross the line, 
become a saint? When the Pope said so? 
No, she was already a saint by then; that's 
what made him think of calling her one. 
Was it when they lit the fire? Certainly 
not. They lit the fire because that's what 
we do to saints. We torture them. 

No. I'm sure the real moment of trans- 
formation was some very quiet moment, 
some moment only Joan was aware of, 
when Joan herself realized that things 
were different now, that she had changed. 
Maybe it had been going on for a while, 
so quietly that even Joan didn't notice. But 
then something happened, and Joan saw 
her greatness, her sainthood, out of the 
corner of her eye, and knew it was not 
just an option or idea, but an identity. In 
that moment of transformation, Joan saw 
the truth at the center of her known 
world, and nothing was ever the same. But 
it wasn't the truth itself that transformed 
Joan; truth is everywhere. It was seeing 
it and admitting to herself what she 
had seen. 

I want to suggest that transformation 
occurs when you see who you are, when 
you no longer need to have your identity 
confirmed by anyone else, when you 


decide to stop waiting for someone else to 
tell you it's true and tell you what you 
should do about it. At that moment, you 
step over the line between what you were 
and what you will be. This is a good 
thing; to become visible. It is what life 

is for. 

We can no more predict our transfor- 
mations than the butterfly ... We are 
shaped and changed by what happens to 
us, but when we become aware of these 
transformations, that is our moment. 
When you turn that corner, become 
someone new, cross that line, whatever it 
is, will you have the courage to see it, to 
embrace it, to figure out what to do about 
it? | think the odds are very good. It is 
one of the tasks of your education to pre- 
pare you for the changes that may occur 
and to equip you to respond to them. And 
if you have spent four years here, you 
have an education you can count on. 

One of the things that happened to me 
here at Agnes Scott was that I learned to 
measure the distance between what | was 
and what | wanted to be. 

Have you experienced a moment of 
real transformation? 

My personal moment of transformation 
happened in a place called Brown County 
State Park in Indiana, which is pretty nice, 
but not the Grand Canyon. And | was 
feeling grumpy, which | do a lot. But this 
grumpiness was pretty specific. | was 
walking through the spectacular fall 
foliage with a seriously sexy guy, thinking, 
how come nobody knows how good a 
writer | probably am. How come nobody 
calls me up and says, “Marsha, we see who 
you are, so come over here and write for 
the newspaper, or how about writing a 
play. Isn't that what you secretly want to 
do?” | thought, “They don't care if | ever 
amount to anything. What if I live my

whole life and nobody ever asks me for 
enough, for what | can really do? ” 

But on this day, something happened. | 
saw the tree. | saw one spectacular tree, 
red and orange and just wild with color. 
Totally, incomprehensibly beautiful. And 
instead of continuing on, | stopped. | 
actually saw it. | saw that it had under- 
gone this incredible transformation... and 
I saw that NOBODY MADE IT DO 
THAT. The Tree Boss did not come in 
and say, “You. Turn red.” No. The tree 
had become that flaming beauty because 
it was in its nature to do so. 

And | understood. Very quietly. Very 

seriously. If | was a writer, and | knew | 
was, then | shouldn't wait for somebody 
to tell me to write or ask me to write. 
I should just write. | should work at it. 
I should get good. | should risk finding 
out | wasn't any good. | should just go 
ahead and become who | was. 

One thing | know. Nature is not waste- 
ful. If you are here, and there is something 
you are equipped to do, then we need it, 
even if we don't know it yet. Your task is 
to realize what it is you are here for. | 
hope you don't have to burn at the stake 
for it, but stake and all, | don't think Joan 
would have done it any differently. 

Catching sight of what you are unique- 
ly equipped to do, and then having the 
guts to do it, will be worth it. To do any 
less, to back away from the promise of 
transformation, to say no to your own 
glorious nature, will make for a life that 
feels very long and very empty. 

This is my challenge to you. Keep your 
eyes open. And when you get that first 
real glimpse of who you have become, 
who you need to be, kneel down like Joan 
of Arc, kiss the ground and say, “Get 
ready guys. Wait until you see what 
I can do.”

KLINE ENCOURAGES STUDENTS TO LIVE RESPONSIVE LIVES 


Following are excerpts from the May 
{2 baccalaureate address by C. Benton 
Kline Jr. From 1954 to 1968, Kline 
taught philosophy and Bible at Agnes 
Scott. From 1957 to 1968, be was 
dean of the faculty. Kline left the 
College to go to Columbia Theological 
Seminary as professor of theology. He 
later became dean of the faculty and, 
finally, the seminary’s president. He 
has been visiting professor of theology 
at Union Theological Seminary and of 
philosophy at Emory University, as 
well as visiting professor of philosophy 
and Bible and religion at Agnes Scott 
A graduate of the College of Wooster 
and Princeton Theological Seminary, 
Kline earned his Pb.D. in philosopbi- 
cal theology from Yale University. He 
isa Presbyterian minister and has been 
active in the work of the church in the 
Greater Atlanta Presbytery and in the 
synod and general assembly. He was 
named Dean of the Faculty Emeritus 
by the Agnes Scott Board of Trustees 
in May 
call is a summons from 
God that comes to 
you individually and 
personally. Karl Barth 
recognized this and felt it so 
strongly that he focused on the 
Greek for “each"— bekastos—and 
wrote a page and a half on its 
implications. You have a call, or 
you will have a call, and that 
call is for you 
A call comes with gifts. To 
the Ephesians Paul writes that 
“each of us has been given a 
special gift, a particular share in 


the bounty of Christ.” God calls 
each of us; God also gives us 
each the gifts we need for 

our calling. 

A call that is not answered is 
not a completed call. The 
responding is the completion of 
the call. Until you answer or 
return the call there is no com- 
munication. A graduate school 
sends you the offer of a fellow- 
ship, but you do not have the 
fellowship—the calling—until 
you respond. 

Responding is not only 
answering and thus completing 
the call. Responding is taking 
responsibility, and thus is acting 
We respond in serving others. 


We respond in activity—literally, 


in working—as God is at work. 
And we respond, with the help 
of the Spirit, in working for 
useful purposes, for the 
common good 

Frederick Buechner, a 
Presbyterian minister and novel- 
ist who struggled mightily about 
his own vocation, puts the issue 
of vocation in a provocative way 
"The kind of work God calls you 
to is the kind of work (a) that 
you need most to do, and (b) 
that the world needs most to 
have done. .. The place God 
calls you to is the place where 
your deep gladness and the 
world’s deep hunger meet.” 

The College's logo—"Agnes 
Scott College: The World for 
Women" printed under a circle 
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with Gothic arches—is an 
intriguing, transforming and 
powerful symbol. | have been 
pondering those arches in rela- 
tion to this campus, and I believe 
that most, if not all, of the arches 
at Agnes Scott are entryways. 
Agnes Scott is a gateway through 
which the world comes onto this 
campus and into classrooms and 
library and laboratories and 
stages. In this place you have 
encountered the world, or at 
least have been invited to 
encounter it and to let the world 
encounter you. 

But The World for Women 
coming through those arches is 
calling and challenging. And as 
you walk through those arches 
you are being called to become 
Women for the World.

To be Women for the World 
is to assume what Wallace 
Alston called “the liability of 
privilege.” In 1952, before many 
of your parents were even born, 
| spoke at Investiture to a senior 
class entering their final year at 
Agnes Scott and already look- 
ing to go out about “The 
Therefore of Responsibility.” | 
suggested to them then, and 
I suggest to you today, that we 
are called to a life of respond- 
ing: responding to life's depth 
and not its superficiality; 
responding to life's wholeness 
and not simply to its parts; and 
responding to life's unity and 
not simply to its multiplicity. 

You will be Women for 
the World in these ways 
of responding. 
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
